Work on marina 
given go-ahead 


A SPECTACULAR 82- 
berth marina could be 
opened in Northampton 
as early as February, after 
work on the Becket's Park 
development was unan¬ 
imously approved. 

The £2 million marina will 
be built in a disused boating 
lake near Bedford Road, and 
will offer moorings to com¬ 
mercial hire boats and water 
taxis, as well as private resi¬ 
dential and temporary moor¬ 
ings to those using the water¬ 
ways. 

Speaking at a meeting of 
West Northamptonshire Devel¬ 
opment Corporation’s plan¬ 
ning committee on Tuesday, 
Paul Arnold, on behalf of the 
Environment Agency appealed 
for the work to be given the 
go-ahead. 

He said: “At the moment, 
boaters see Northampton as a 
bit of a risky stop. 

“It’s all right for a quick trip 
to the supermarket to get essen¬ 
tials, but you’ll always be wor¬ 
ried about your boat being 
there when you get back. 

“This marina will create a 
sense of community among 


boaters, reduce the potential 
for crime and offer real benefits 
for the people of Northamp¬ 
ton, as well as the boating com¬ 
munity. 

“It will be a catalyst for 
change.” 

Committee member John 
Weir also voiced his approval of 
the application and said: “It 
shouldn’t be overlooked that 
Northampton is a gateway 
between the canals of the west 
and the rivers of the east.” 

Long term plans could see 
new landscaping, lighting and 
cafes in the area. Peter Maw- 
son, chief executive of WNDC, 
said: “The River Nene is one of 
Northampton’s finest features 
and this marina will enable 
more people to enjoy using it.” 

Councillor Richard Church 
(.Lib Dem, Kingsley), the bor¬ 
ough council’s cabinet mem¬ 
ber for regeneration, added: 
“Now the marina has been 
given the go-ahead, the people 
of Northampton will be able to 
experience a vibrant river front 
while out and about in the 
town centre. 

“I am looking forward to the 
old boating lake being trans¬ 
formed from early next year.”

LEGAL & General has signed 
a "landmark" agreement 
binding them to push ahead 
and complete the long- 
awaited redevelopment of 
Northampton's Grosvenor 
Centre. 

Although the investment giant 
has signed a number of previous 
deals with Northampton Borough 
Council, this is the first one which 
actually provides a legal frame¬ 
work paving the way for a multi-mil¬ 
lion pound overhaul of the com¬ 
plex, a project first unveiled almost 
a decade ago. 

Both sides have been trying to 
thrash out the deal for more than 
two years. 

They will now work on an agreed 
scheme before submitting a plan¬ 
ning application and then carrying 
out what would be the biggest con¬ 
sultation exercise ever undertaken 
in Northampton, involving local 
bus operators, retailers, other busi¬ 


nesses and the public. 

According to a statement issued 
by the Guildhall yesterday, the 
plans would include some of the 
historic pedestrian routes across 
town being “reinstated and 
improved by a mixture of open 
and covered shopping areas”. 

There would also be better car 
parking and more accessible bus 
passenger facilities to replace 
Greyfriars bus station, while the 
existing shopping centre would be 
significantly upgraded. 

Helen Gordon, L&G’s Life Fund 
Property director, said: “This pre¬ 
sents an exciting opportunity to 
develop a scheme that could sig¬ 
nificantly enhance Northampton’s 
retail and leisure provision. The 
signing of this agreement is an 
important step towards setting out 
a more detailed way forward. 

“LGP relishes the prospect of 
working with our local partners 
and stakeholders to develop a viable 
scheme that can help to bring their 


vision for a vibrant, sustainable 
and successful town centre to life.” 

Councillor Richard Church, the 
council’s cabinet member for regen¬ 
eration, said: “I am delighted that 
we have signed this landmark agree¬ 
ment. It is a significant step in the 
creation of a revitalised and regen¬ 
erated Northampton town centre we 
can all be proud of. 

“Signing this agreement is a 
commitment to the future of 
Northampton as a regional centre 
and, in the context of the reces¬ 
sion, is a remarkable achievement. 
Our vision is of a town where peo¬ 
ple are proud to live and work and 
where businesses want to invest. I 
am confident this agreement will 
take us towards that.” 

He said a “huge amount” of work 
still needed to be done before a 
planning application could be sub¬ 
mitted, but the new deal would 
provide both L&G and the Guildhall 
with the impetus to make signifi¬ 
cant headway on the project.

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Training to help save 
the life of youngster

VOLUNTEERS at a rugby 
club have been given 
expert training as part 
of a campaign to save 
the life of a 15-year-old 
boy. 

Matt Herbert, a Year 10 
pupil at Northampton 
School for Boys, is 
currently in hospital 
in Birmingham 
waiting for a life- 
saving bone 
marrow trans¬ 
plant. 

Doctors say 
that without a 
successful 
transplant, 

Matt’s chances 
of recovery will 
be significantly 
reduced. 

However, a donor 
match has yet to be 
found for the talented 
young sportsman. 

A campaign was launched 
last week to encourage peo¬ 
ple across Northamptonshire 
to be tested at a series of spe¬ 
cial clinics this month. 

The first of seven clinics 
will be held at Sixfields Sta¬ 
dium, on Saturday, to coincide 
with the Cobblers’ home match 


against Crewe Alexandra. 

Staff from the Anthony 
Nolan Trust, which holds an 
international register of will¬ 
ing potential bone marrow 
donors, have given volunteers 
training in how to run the 
clinics and how to admin¬ 
ister saliva tests. The 
session was held at 
Old Northampto- 
nians Rugby 
Club. 

M a n d y 
Hammersley, 
a friend of 
Matt’s family 
and a mem¬ 
ber of the 
Matt’s Match 
Campaign, 
said the tests 
were as simple 
as spitting in a 
pot. 

She said: “It really 
is as simple as it sounds. 
By attending one of our clinics 
we are increasing the odds of 
finding Matt a match, but we 
are also very aware that in 
addition we may find matches 
and save the lives of other 
patients around the world.” 

At the clinics, members of 
the public will be asked to give 
a saliva sample, which will 


then be tested to see whether 
they are a match for Matt, or 
any of the 16,000 people wait¬ 
ing for a transplant. 

The saliva test replaces the 


traditional blood sample, mean¬ 
ing it will be quicker and eas¬ 
ier for volunteers. 

Mandy said anybody who 
wanted to be tested should not 


eat, drink, smoke or chew gum 
in the 30 minutes prior to giv¬ 
ing a sample. For details about 
the campaign, log on to 
www.mattsmatch.co.uk.

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Rebrand 
for Brawn 
GP team 

DOUBLE world championship¬ 
winning Formula One team Brawn 
GP will be renamed Mercedes GP 
next season, following an 
announcement the German car 
giant has bought a controlling 
stake in the Northamptonshire- 
based team. 

The deal, which seems likely to 
strengthen the Brackley-based 
team’s links with the county, sees 
Mercedes, which has a factory in 
Brixworth, obtain 75 per cent of 
Brawn GP in partnership with an 
Abu Dhabi investment company. 

Ross Brawn, the man who led 
the team to both the drivers’ and 
constructors’ championships in 
their debut season this year, will 
stay on as team principal and, 
along with chief executive Nick 
Fry, will retain a 24.9 per cent 
shareholding in the team. 

The remaining 75.1 per cent 
will be split between Mercedes, 
which will own 45.1 per cent, and 
Abu Dhabi company Aabar Invest¬ 
ments, which will own 30 per cent. 

Mr Brawn said: “Brawn GP has 
been through an incredible 
journey over the last 12 months. 
We are honoured to be repre¬ 
senting such a prestigious brand 
as Mercedes-Benz in Formula One 
next year and will be working 
together to do our best to reward 
their faith in our team.” 

The deal is expected to result in 
newly-crowned world champion 
Jenson Button moving away from 
the team to rivals McLaren, where 
he would partner fellow Brit 
Lewis Hamilton.

THE first frontline phar¬ 
macy staff in Northamp¬ 
tonshire to be offered 
swine flu jabs have been 
vaccinated. 

Almost 100 staff in the 22 
pharmacies currently stock¬ 
ing antivirals in the county 
have been included in the first 
wave of vaccinations, which 
were carried out yesterday 

The round 
of inocula¬ 
tions is to 
make sure 
pharmacies, 
which are 
likely to deal 
with infected 
family mem¬ 
bers of 
patients, can 
stay open to 
issue antivi¬ 
rals to deal 
with the pan¬ 
demic. 

Dr Olufunke Adedeji, the 
public health consultant at 
NHS Northamptonshire who 
is responsible for the vaccina- 
tion programmes, said: 
“Because we are a county with 
urban and rural areas, we set 
up antiviral collection points 
(ACPs) in community phar¬ 
macies to make it as easy as 
possible for ‘flu friends’ to pick 
up the antivirals. 

“We, therefore, rely heavily 
on the pharmacies to stay open 
for business to ensure people 
can get their antivirals as 
quickly as possible. 

“Now that the vaccination 


programme is well under way, 
we will be offering our ACP 
pharmacists and their staff the 
opportunity to get vaccinated 
against the swine flu pandemic 
to ensure they can continue to 
serve our residents across all 
parts of Northamptonshire 
throughout the duration of the 
current pandemic.” 

The 22 pharmacies around 
the county have so far dis- 
p e n s e d 
nearly 20,000 
doses of 
antiviral 
since the 
pandemic 
began in 
June this 
year. 

Sue 
Smith, NHS 
Northamp¬ 
tonshire’s 
associate 
director for 
pharmacy and prescribing, said: 
“Our community pharmacies 
continue to be invaluable to 
local communities, distribut¬ 
ing antivirals and providing 
advice on dealing with flu symp¬ 
toms, in addition to their usual 
roles of dispensing medicines 
and health advice.” 

One of the first staff vacci¬ 
nated, Kevin Smith, the owner 
of Harborough Field Pharmacy 
in Rushden, said: “I got the 
shot because I really feel it is 
important for us to make sure 
we can stay healthy, keep the 
pharmacy open and continue to 
provide this service while the 
pandemic lasts.”

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Vaccinations advised 


HEALTH professionals are urging chil¬ 
dren and young adults to get vaccinated 
against measles, mumps and rubella - 
after reports of mumps cases trebling 
across the East Midlands. 

The Health Protection Agency (HPA) in 
the East Midlands has sent out a warn¬ 
ing to children and young adults to make 
sure they are protected with two doses of 
the MMR vaccine. 


New figures from the HPA show there 
were 1,586 notifications of mumps reported 
up to September 2009, compared to 504 
notifications in 2008. 

Young people aged 15 to 24 are most 
affected in the East Midlands. 

The HPA said that latest figures showed 
there had so far this year been 179 measles’ 
notifications in Northamptonshire and 
six confirmed cases.

Ditch the uniform 
to help raise cash 


A NORTHAMPTON charity is aim¬ 
ing to organise a county-wide 
school mufti day to raise money for 
the town's homeless. 

The Northampton Hope Centre is aiming 
to get more than 100,000 pupils in 
Northamptonshire’s 330 schools to swap 
their school uniforms for casual clothes 
next month for a Christmas appeal, but has 
had limited success so far. 

The charity is to hold the mufti day on 
December 11 and pupils will be asked to 
donate £1 to take part. 


Debbie Galton, fundraising co-ordinator 
at the Northampton Hope Centre, formally 
Northampton Soup Kitchen, has written to 
the 330 county schools but, so far, she says 
just five have agreed to take part. 

Debbie says the Hope for Christmas 
Appeal will help to promote the plight of 
the county’s homeless. 

She said: “At Christmas time, we always 
have an appeal and we write to churches, 
schools, community groups and other 
organisations but we never have much 
success in getting their support. So we 
wanted to think of a way of involving 


schoolchildren.” 

She said all the money raised would go 
towards helping provide Northampton’s 
homeless people with a Christmas dinner. 

She said: “We are open 365 days a year so 
that obviously includes Christmas Day, 
when we see on average 60 people. 

“They come in for a Christmas dinner 
but that costs us money and that is what we 
are raising funds for.” 

So far, five schools have signed up, includ¬ 
ing The Good Shepherd Catholic Primary 
School, in Kingsthorpe, Northampton and 
St Mary’s Catholic Primary in Daventry.

THE controversial construction of 
a 50-cell custody suite in a 
Northampton business park will go 
ahead next year, after a planning 
application was approved by the 
narrowest possible margin. 

At a meeting of West Northampton¬ 
shire Development Corporation’s (WNDC) 
planning committee on Tuesday, three 
votes each were cast for and against the 
application, which will see the new 
Criminal Justice Centre built in Pavilion 


Drive, in Brackmills. According to WNDC 
rules, chairman of the committee Chris 
Millar was given an extra deciding vote and, 
to calls of outrage from Hardingstone 
residents and Brackmills business 
representatives, gave the plans the go- 
ahead. 

Northamptonshire Police Authority 
paid more than £1.7 million for the land and 
will now get to work on building the £15 mil¬ 
lion building, which will have office space 
as well as 50 cells for short-term detainees. 

Speaking on behalf of Northampton¬ 


shire Police, Chief Insp Dick Lewis, custody 
programme manager, sought to reassure 
residents that there would be no adverse 
effects on the community if the centre 
was to be approved. 

He said: “Our detainee release policy 
is very robust. 

“The custody sergeant has a duty not to 
release anyone who he feels may pose a risk 
of harm to the community Transport will 
be made available to ensure detainees are 
not simply released from the centre with 
no way to get home.”

AS A small family car, Citroen’s 
C3 takes some beating. It’s not the 
most dynamically accomplished 
or the most solidly constructed of 
today’s superminis but it runs the 
class leaders close enough while 
excelling on practicality and 
comfort. 

As a result, the economical 1.6- 
litre HDi diesel engines suit the 
C3 down to the ground. 

The C3 is set up to come down 
on the side of comfort and the 
suspension is a little softer than 
on the superminis which 
prioritise cornering speeds over 
getting your eggs home in one 
piece. 

That said, the car still turns in a 
fine performance on the road, 
taking bends without much lean 
and displaying high levels of grip. 
With a slicker manual gearbox, it 
would be significantly improved 
but the C3 is as good through the 
twisty stuff as most buyers will 
need. 

There’s a 1.4-litre HDi diesel at 
the base of the C3 line-up but 
we’re concentrating on the 1.6- 
litre HDi models which are 
available in 90 or llObhp forms. In 
the absence of any high- 
performance petrol engines, these 
are the C3’s flagship power plants 
and pricing reflects this. 


These diesel options, however, 
only command a £600 premium 
over the 1.6-litre petrol engine - a 
unit which can’t compete with the 


flexibility of the oil-burners, 
despite its 120bhp output. 

Citroen’s usual array of gadgets 
is available on the C3, including a 


speed limiter, a built-in air- 
freshener system, satellite 
navigation and a high-tech stereo, 
but one gets higher billing than 


the rest. The huge elongated 
Zenith windscreen that extends in 
an unbroken sweep right back 
over the driver’s head allows loads 
of light in to the car. 

It gives the C3 cabin an unusual 
feel but on sunny days, most 
owners will have to pull the shade 
forward as the tinted top section 
lets too much light through in all 
but the dimmest conditions. 

Keeping the C3’s size and 
weight under control has helped 
this Citroen keep its running costs 
manageable. In standard form, the 
90bhp and llObhp 1.6 HDi engines 
can generate economy of 66mpg 
and 64mpg respectively on the 
combined cycle with emissions of 
1 lOg/km and 115g/km. 

That’s not bad at all but to 
really keep the fuel bills down 
buyers will want the Airdream+ 
model which combines the 90bhp 
engine with various modifications 
to achieve emissions of 99g/km. 
Like the llObhp HDi engine, the 
Airdream also features Citroen’s 
FAP particulate filter which 
cleans up the C3’s act further. 

At last, Citroen has a supermini 
to do justice to its strong range of 
compact diesel engines. The latest 
C3 delivers on comfort, interior 
space and practicality while still 
remaining good to drive.

Sampson still keen 
to boost Town squad

COBBLERS manager 
Ian Sampson has con- 
fimied he is still hoping 
to add to his squad 
before the transfer win¬ 
dow opens in January. 

Sampson, who has 
brought in five new play¬ 
ers since he took over at 
Sixfields and sent three loa¬ 
nees back to their parent 
clubs, was due to watch the 
England under-19s play 
Turkey at Scunthorpe 
United’s Glanford Park 
tonight. 

With his options in the 
transfer market limited to 
bringing in unattached play¬ 
ers or those playing at a level 
where the window is inactive 
- such as Courtney Herbert, 
signed from UCL side Long 
Buckby - putting his per¬ 
sonal mark on the squad has 
been a slow process for the 
Town manager. 

But Sampson will con¬ 
tinue to use his recently- 
established scouting net¬ 
work, as well as the loan 
market, in the search for 
new blood. 

“We’re still looking to get 
players in,” said Sampson. 
“If we can get the right 
kind of loan player, some¬ 
one who is going to come 
in and play in our team, 


then that’s something we 
would look at. 

“You’ve always got to be 
looking. You’re looking for 
now and for January, and 
you’re looking at players 
who are out of contract at 
the moment. 

“It’s not ideal but you can 
get them into the club and 
mould them into the type 
of player that you want 
them to be. 

“That’s what we want and 
we’re exploring that avenue 
mainly at the moment.” 

Bringing in unattached 
players has its own risks, 
as Sampson knows - he 
points out that in many 
cases such footballers are 
without a club for a reason. 

But that is why the man¬ 
ager is getting them in on 
trial first - to see if they 
are good enough, but also to 
make sure they have the 
right personality too. 

“We haven’t just gone and 
signed these unattached 
players straight away we’ve 
got them in and had a look 
at them, and got to know 
them as people,” said the 
manager.
